nal Paulucci, Miniiter of State to his Holineis, and 
demanded,, in the Naine of his Imperial Majeity, 
that:King Charles dhould be forthwith acknowledg d 
King of Spain, by a folemn Act of the Congyegu- 
tidn of Cardinals appointed for that Purpoie: He 
declar’d: at the.fame Time, that tf the leatt Hefita- 
tion was made in this moft important Article of 
the late. Treaty, he thould not only be himiele 
ablig’d to leave: Rome, but alfo trantmit his Maftcr’s 
Orilers..to: the Imperial Troops, to face about, and. 
returm into the: Ecclefiaftical Dominions. When 
the Cardinal reported this Meflage to the Pope, he 
was ftruck with: fo fenfible'an Affiction, that he 
burft into Tears. His Sorrow was aggjtavated by 
Letters which immediately. after arriv'd trom the 
Court of Madrid, whesein his:‘Nuncio acquainied 
his Holinefs, that upon:the News of .his Accommo- - 
dation with the Emperor, he had receiv’d a Meflage 
to forbear coming to Court ; and that the Peopie 
were fo highly provok’d, that they could hardly be 
reftrain’d from intulting his Palace. Theie Letters 
add, that the King of Dexmark was goiie trom Fle- 
rence to Pifa,and from Pifa to Leghorn,where the Go- 
vernor paid his Majefty all imagumable Honours. The 
King defign'd .to go trom thence'to Laces, where a. 
Maghificent Tournament was prepared for his Di- 
verfion.
